TEN YEARS LATER .... 


A reminder to never forget 


Town marks 10th anniversary of Sept. 11

tis a day that is well-recorded in the minds of Americans: 


Tuesday, Sept. 11, 2001 began just like any other early 
fall day post Labor Day. Children were settling back into 
the routine of school and their parents were back at work 
refreshed from their summer vacations. 

But that morning, terrorists hijacked and took control of 
four passenger jets, intentionally crashing two planes into 
the Twin Towers of the World Trade Center in New York 
City, and a third into the Pentagon in Arlington, Va. The 
fourth plane, intended for Washington D.C., crashed into a 
field near Shanksville Penn. Nearly 3,000 people — includ- 
ing all the passengers and crew of the four planes — were 
killed. 

News of the attacks spread quickly. 

Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen was in the middle of 
his first term in office. 

“T remember the day vividly,” he said. “I was in my of- 
fice and I got a call that a plane flew into the World Trade 
Center and no one knew anything more about it. That was 
a devastating moment in the history of our country.” 

As town officials gathered to watch the news coverage 
at the town hall, Cohen urged them to go home to their 
families. 

The tragedy of that day brought with it an atmosphere 
of togetherness in the community, he said, adding those 
feelings are something we should remember because 
tragedy can strike at any time. 

“Ten years have passed so quickly,’ Cohen said. “It 
made us aware of how vulnerable we truly are.”

Locals express shock, sadness, 


anger over day of infamy 


September 11, 2007: 
Not like any other day... 


Mayor Richard A. Cohen expressed great sadness following 
the devastating terrorist attacks on New York and Washington 
D.C. the morning of Sept. 11 and said that Agawam officials are 
taking precautions. 

“T’ve spoken with the Fire Department, Police Department and 
\ the Civil Defense Director and we don’t think we’ll have any 
= = \ problems but we’re taking every precaution we can,’ Cohen 
said. 

The attack began shortly before 9 a.m. when a commercial 
plane turned projectile missile crashed into one of the Twin 
Towers at the World Trade Center. Within 20 minutes, another 
| plane crashed into the second tower. Both planes were hijacked 
from Boston and were en route to California. 

The devastating attack resulted in the likely loss of thou- 
sands and the crumbling of the World Trade Center’s Twin 
| Towers and the caving in of a large portion of the Pentagon’s 
' roof when another plane later crashed into the Pentagon. Yet 
another plane crashed just outside of Pittsburgh, but did not 
_ hit any apparent target.

Council, planning board members chew over dining proposal

AGAWAM - A new outdoor dining ordi- 
nance designed to allow restaurants in town 
to offer food service outdoors will be com- 
pletely rewritten by the law department af- 
ter Councilor George Bitzas said he would 
withdraw the proposal from the City Council 
floor. 

Bitzas met with four other councilors and 
members of the Planning Board during an 
Aug. 30 workshop at the Agawam Public 
Library for a discussion aimed at ironing out 
differences of opinion about the ordinance, 
which was not recommended by the plan- 
ning board and then tabled by city coun- 
cilors, the majority of whom agreed with 
the viewpoints expressed by the planning 
board. 

Following an hour of discussion, the con- 
sensus from planners and councilors repre- 
senting the Ordinance and Zoning sub-com- 
mittees was to re-write the ordinance to put 
the permitting power with the Zoning Board 
of Appeals, a proposal made by Planning 
Board Chairman Travis Ward. 

Ward took exception to the planning 
board having no input in the original writing 
of the ordinance and to comments made by 
city councilors about planners’ lack of atten- 
dance at the last city council meeting. 

“T don’t feel like we got a say at all,” said 
Ward. “Every other department in town hall

had an opportunity to have their say.” 

Ward said the Planning Board is especial- 
ly concerned about enforcement and about 
protecting the rights of abutters. He felt the 
special permit process through the Planning 
Board or approval from the ZBA would pro- 
vide abutters with that protection and over- 
sight. 

Bitzas argued against the ZBA holding the 
power to grant outdoor dining permits, say- 
ing it would become too political. 

“You have to get a 3-0 vote from the 
ZBA,’ said Bitzas. “Which means if one 
person does not like something, they (a res- 
taurant) can get turned down.” 

Bitzas’ original proposal would allow out- 
door dining by right, though it would require 
oversight from just about all town depart- 
ments, specifically the building inspector 
and health inspector. If alcohol were to be 
served on the outdoor premises, a restaurant 
would also have to go before the Liquor Li- 
cense Commission, which consists of city 
councilors. Buitzas felt this provided plenty 
of safeguards for the process. 

Fellow Councilor Robert Magovern 
agreed and echoed his comments from the 
last city council meeting, saying the special 
permit process adds more bureaucracy and 
makes the town “anti-business.” 

Ward argued that allowing outdoor dining 
by right would provide very little enforce- 
ment power for the town and that the ordi- 
nance needed more teeth. He also argued

that the ordinance applies to very few restau- 
rants, saying “maybe four” restaurants could 
take advantage of outdoor dining. 

Councilor Robert Rossi agreed with Ward, 
saying the argument has gone on for years 
about outdoor dining. 

“Travis (Ward) is right,” said Rossi. “The 
ZBA is the strongest board we have for en- 
forcement. This ordinance should be a ZBA 
issue so problems can be enforced through 
them.” 

Following the discussion, Bitzas request- 


ed City Solicitor Vincent Gioscia, who was 
present for the workshop, rework the ordi- 
nance to make approval go through the ZBA. 
Gioscia told Bitzas the rework would be sig- 
nificant, and advised the current proposal be 
withdrawn. 

The city council tabled the ordinance at its 
Aug. | meeting. Prior to the obstacle with 
the planning board, both the Ordinance and 
Zoning subcommittees voted to recommend 
the ordinance to the full council.

9/11 Ten years later 


he day began much like any other. Par- 

ents were hurrying their children off to 
school. Residents were rushing to make it 
to work on time, running errands, or simply 
enjoying the sunny start to the day. 

And then everything changed. 

America was under attack, and life, as we 
knew it, would never be the same. 

It was a Tuesday morning and the Aga- 
wam Advertiser News was in the midst of its 
deadline cycle for that week’s newspaper, to 
appear on newsstands Sept. 13. 

We, like town leaders and residents we 
spoke to that day, were in shock witness- 
ing the horror that unfolded before our eyes 
when American Airlines Flight 11 slammed 
into the North Tower of the World Trade 
Center in New York City. It had to have been 
an accident, a terrible, tragic accident. But 
when, only 17 minutes later, United Airlines 
Flight 175 hit the South Tower, we knew. 

The horror continued when American 
Airlines Flight 77 crashed into the Pentagon 
and minutes later, United Flight 93 plum- 
meted to a field in Shanksville, Penn. Then 
the towers fell before our eyes. 

Immediately, we sent our reporters out to 
speak to local residents. 

Eleven-year-old Danielle told us, “I am 
surprised and shocked. My class was going 
to go on a field trip to Philadelphia, New 
York and Washington, but now we’re not 
going to go.” 

Similarly, Theresa Valenti Ciarmatori, 
who at the time taught English at Agawam 
Junior High School said, “I was pained to 
see the frightened faces of my students. It 
was difficult to find the right words to allay 
their fears. This is like the day John F. Ken- 
nedy got killed.” 

In these 10 years, Agawam has seen many 
of its residents in uniform deployed to Iraq 
and Afghanistan to fight the War on Terror. 

Like the rest of the country, Agawam 
bears the scars born out of Sept. 11, 2001. 
That day has been seared into each individ- 
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ual mind and into our collective conscience. 
It cannot be shaken from the fabric of our 
town. It is enmeshed in our identity as Aga- 
wam residents and as Americans.

The Garden Lady answers your questions 


C6 ood day: our garden, which we 


plant every year, has a problem 

with the kernels on the cobs. 
This year one side of all the cobs do not have 
kernels. The ears, even if small, are full. A 
large variety of plants are in the garden. 
Crops are rotated every year. Why does this 
happen? Our garden isin Agawam. Thank 
you, Eugene.” 

I’m sorry to say that the rainy weather 
this spring affected the pollination of your 
corn; inadequate pollination will lead to 
spotty or strange kernel positioning. Here is 
how it works: When the pollen is released 
from tassel, the male part of the corn plant, 
it depends on the wind to land it on the silk 
of the developing ear, the female part of the 
plant, to make corn. A good many garden- 
ers complained of few kernels in their ears 
- due likely to the fact that most of the pol- 
len simply washed away without ever mak- 
ing it to the silk. Even without rain to worry 
about, gardeners new to corn culture should 
remember to plant their corn in rows of four 
to give wind-blown pollen the best chance 
of reaching the silk. I hope what corn you 
did have was delicious despite the fact it was 
missing some kernels. 


oe y question has to do with layer- 
ing. Earlier this year I planted 
a ‘Hint of Gold’ Caryopteris in 


where my tulips are planted, thinking this 
would be OK. But, I would like to get your 
thoughts on this, particularly because I just 
got another such plant. I live in the Spring- 
field area. Thanks, Myron.” 

Folks who are able to grow ‘Hint of Gold’ 
Caryopteris love them for a variety of rea- 
sons! Also known as ‘Bluemist, this cul- 
tivar has golden yellow leaves that are ser- 
rated and lighten towards the center. Small 
violet-blue flowers, borne from July through 
September add to the plant’s overall interest, 
making a striking combination with the al- 
ready pretty foliage. Butterflies are attracted 
to Bluemist but deer are reportedly not at all 
interested. Gardeners value both the flowers 
and the foliage in cut flower arrangements. 


‘Hint of Gold’ grows to just under three 
feet tall with a slightly larger girth, making 
it the perfect small shrub for perennial bor- 
ders. It will bloom happily alongside other 
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summer and early autumn favorites such as 
Purple Coneflower, Butterfly Bush, Fall As- 
ter and Stonecrop Sedum. Now that I have 
sung the praises of this plant, I must caution 
readers that it has a USDA Hardiness Zone 
recommendation of 6-9, with a maximum 
low temperature of minus ten degrees. Most 
of us in western Massachusetts are consid- 
ered to be Zone 5. Warmer city temperatures 
in Springfield (the urban heat island effect), 
locating the plant near the foundation of the 
house and a dense winter mulch may moder- 
ate temperatures some enabling this plant to 
return for future years. Having never grown 
‘Hint of Gold’ myself, I am curious if other 
folks have had this cultivar in particular sur- 
vive the winter. 

Layering is a relatively easy means of 
propagating new plants. It will work with a 
variety of multi-stemmed shrubs such as for- 
sythia, lilac, caryopteris and many old roses 


to name a few. Gardeners bend a low-grow- 
ing branch to the ground, causing it to come 
in contact with the top couple inches of soil. 
Weight in some form is necessary (try a rock 
or clothespin) to keep the stem put. Even- 
tually, it will form its own roots while still 
attached to the mother plant. After it has 
grown on for a while it can be separated and 
moved to its own spot in the garden. 

In answer to your question about siting 
the plant near tulips - I can only imagine 
that the emerging golden foliage would be 
a beautiful backdrop for spring bulbs. Do 
provide lots of winter mulch and consider 
moving it to a spot in full sun alongside 
your foundation if it isn’t already, to give it 
a chance of joining the spring flowers this 
coming spring.

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At the time of the attacks, Cohen said he was worried for 
his nephew, who was living in New York City at the time. 

“It was personal for everybody,” he said. “Everybody 
knew someone or knew someone who knew someone who 
was affected. We all took it personally.” 

As aresult, we have become more aware of our surround- 
ings. Seemingly innocuous items such as briefcases or boxes, 
or unusual substances heighten our security concerns. 

“In the past 10 years, emergency operations centers have 
become more educated on terrorism and counter-terrorism 
initiatives,” said Cohen. “You can never be too prepared.” 

One year later 

Following the Sept. 11 attacks, Agawam was one of the 
first communities in the area to have a monument in place to 
honor those who lost their lives. The September 11 Memori- 
al, sponsored by Agawam Beautification Committee and de- 
signed by City Councilor George Bitzas, measures 12 inches 
x 12 inches x 76 inches. It was unveiled Sept. 11, 2002 dur- 
ing a special memorial at the Agawam Fire Headquarters. 

During his speech at the “Day of Reflection, Remem- 
brance and Dedication,’ Cohen told attendees the memorial 
was the culmination of “a tremendous amount of planning, 
time, effort and hard work. 

‘A very tragic episode in our history took place one year 
ago,’ he’d said. “But from that we must not forget the posi- 
tives that come from such 
events. It has brought our 
community, | Common- 
wealth, country and world 
that much closer with the 
hope that terrorism will 
not be allowed overtake 
the strength of all of us 
together.” 

Later that evening, the 
town held a candlelight 
vigil on Veterans Green. 

“T ask you to remember 
those who were lost and to 
take the time to seek out family and friends and let them 
know just how significant they are,’ Cohen said during his 
speech that night. “We must never forget the events of one 
year ago. If Sept. 11 taught us anything, it’s that who we have 
in our lives is important, not what we have in our lives. Make 
yourself important to the important people in your life.” 

It is a message that Cohen reiterates to this day. 

Vulnerabilities 

People can always reflect personally on tragic events in 
our nation’s history, but in the aftermath of such events, it’s 
important to show allegiance to community, state and coun- 
try, said Cohen. 

“What it has done is it has made us wake up as a country,” 
he said. “We are vulnerable. We have to be prepared and we 
have to be strong as a town.” 

Cohen went on to say that as a whole, America 1s “a lucky 
country” and that individually, we must not take for granted 
the freedoms we have. 

“Those people serving [in the armed forces] know how 
important their service is and we have to thank them for our 
freedom,” he said. 

10th anniversary 

To commemorate the 10th anniversary of the events of 
Sept. 11, 2001, the town of Agawam will conduct a remem- 
brance ceremony on Sunday, Sept. 11 at 9:30 a.m. in front of 
the Agawam Fire Department Headquarters, 800 Main St., 
Agawam. 

Speaking in remembrance at the ceremony will be: Mayor 
Cohen, Fire Chief Alan Sirois; state Sen. James T. Welch, 
D-Springfield; state Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R-Southwick; 
Rev. Earl E. Eisenbach, Agawam Clergy Association; and

stimulate the economy by creating jobs, adding to the town’s 
tax base, and hopefully lowering taxes for residents through 
tax revenue raised from businesses. 

“During the past year and a half we have had 21 ribbon 
cuttings, many of them small businesses,” said Cohen. “We 
started the Small Business Assistance Center to help these 
businesses and adopting this clause is another way we con- 
tinue this. We want to bring people to Agawam to do their 
business.” 

Town Treasurer/Collector Laurel Placzek put a more lo- 
gistical spin on the issue. She said the town spent money 
sending out more than 70 tax bills for less than $5. She be- 
lieves the town will save money in paperwork, billing, and 
processing. 

The adoption of the law was passed with a 9-0 vote though 
Councilors Robert Rossi and Gina Letellier both abstained 
due to conflicts stemming from connections to businesses in 
town. 

In other council news, several councilors will be consider- 
ing the supplemental budget brought forward by Cohen. The 
$97,000 submission was part of new business for the council, 
which must agree to the budget before it is officially put in 
place to eliminate fees for athletes and activities at Agawam 
High School. 

Councilors who spoke about the budget said they support 
the resolution, though Letellier said she was displeased with 
the “gamesmanship” involved with the fees. 

“We knew we would be getting this money from the state,” 
said Letellier. “I do not know why there was so much made 
out of this and why the fees were passed. Either way, it will 
not prevent me from voting in favor of this.” 

Councilor George Bitzas said he learned the town was re- 
ceiving the funding from State Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R- 
Southwick, and is pleased to see the extra state aid going 
toward helping families. 

“It’s great that we can help parents who may spend up to 
$400 per child for sports and activities,” said Bitzas. “In this 
economy, it’s very hard for families to afford these fees.” 

Due to budget constraints, fees for sports and activities 
were instituted by the Agawam School Committee in addi- 
tion to increased parking fees. 
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intervention, volunteered to speak to students in all the 
schools.”

Connecticut troops could move into New York to help 
with rescue. 

He had his phone and was alert to the possible ring, 
which would set such mobilization in motion... 

Cohen said his first response was to make sure ev- 
eryone in Town Hall was okay and consulted with other 
town officials. Then he called his brother. “I called my 
brother in California because my nephew is in school in 
New York City,” Cohen said. “I wanted to make sure my 
family was okay.”

We usually print one week in advance of an event, 
and the listings should be brief, with only time, date, location, brief 
activity explanation, and contact info. The best thing to do is emu- 
late a calendar listing you like that already appeared in the paper. 
Each editor directly manages and edits all of the calendar entries. 
Artwork or photos to compliment your calendar listings are always 
welcomed. 


EDUCATION 


We try to be inside our public schools on a weekly basis, both 
in terms of sports coverage and classroom features. Our education 
and sports sections run 52 weeks per year. We feel school cover- 
age Is probably the single largest reflection of the communities we 
serve, so this paper is committed to having a strong presence 
there. We devote more staff and space to these sections than any 
other editorial realm.
